W ash in g to n , D. C.— Ships of the J a p a n ­ 
ese Navy reported to be concentrating at 
H ain a n Island, C h i n a s largest island pos­ 
session, have brought to public attentio n 
one of th e least known and most in terest­ 
ing spots of te rrito ry over which the Chi­ 
nese flag flies. Civilization as known in 
the W este rn W orld is practically unknow n 
there. 
Lying fifteen miles off th e southern ex­ 
trem ity of China, th e island is almost half 
th e size of Ireland. It has no railroad, no 
port for sea-going vessels, few au to m o ­ 
biles, and few miles of improved roads. Its 
j tangle of tropical jungles is yet u n s u b ­ 
dued by Industrious China. Hainan lies iii 
the sam e la titude with the island of Haiti 
in the Caribbean and the island of Hawaii 
in the Pacific, 
H ain an is shaped like a m onster oyster 
shell, an oval n o rth e rn coastal plain ris­ 
ing to a h u m p of m ountains toward th e 
s o u th e rn 
end. 
Kiungchow, 
the 
la rgest 
tow’n and center of government, is a slight­ 
ly m odernized city with th e traditional 
l a n d m a r k s of seven-storv pagodas and a 
twenty-foot

a b o u t two miles inland from the port of 
Holh ow on the n o rth ern coast. T hrough 
this port the island is a ttac hed by water 
t r a n s p o r t to th e mainland due north.
